^SUBJECT: Yuri TURCHENKO, d.O.b. 1924 in UkSSR 


1. The Subject, a lecturer on art at a Kiev graphic 
arts school, was in Paris during March and April 1968 

on a UNESCO grant. During his stay in Paris, he met 

with numerous Ukrainian emigres. Primarily interested 

in his field of art, the Subject avoided political discussions 

2. In late April the Subject went to London. From 
there he was scheduled to leave for Canada on 17 May 
(Ottawa, 10 days; Montreal, 7 days; Winnipeg; Edmonton; 
Vancouver) , and from Canada to the United States on 16 July 
(Washington, D.C. and New York). Subject’s itinerary was 
subject to change, but he was expecting to spend about 

10 days in the United States before leaving for the UkSSR 
via Montreal. 
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
